Undesirable Foreigners 


Seattle newspapers say that the 
strike in that city was engineered 
by seven men, five of whom are 
foreigners. They could not have 
succeeded without the active or 
passive aid of thousands of Ameri- 
cans. Since when has it become 
necessary for Americans to ask 
Russians to show them how to ob- 
tain redress for actual or supposed 
wrongs? It is incumbent on the 
workingmen of Seattle, if they bave 
any pride in their country and in 
its ability to manage its own affairs, 
to send these foreigners packing 
and to put none but Americans on 
guard over their affairs. 

There has been much discussion 
about immigration, but there is 
need for emigration of these alien 
meddiers in American affairs. Il 
the law does not cover their case, 
Congress can change it. There 1s 
need also of more rigid precaution 
against the entrance of such men. 
The world is full of men who roam 
around in the secret pay of hostile 
nations to create disturbance on 
such pretenses as were made tor 
the Seattle strike. Other nations 
protect themselves by requiring 
foreigners to obtain passports, 
showing who they are, whence they 
come and on what business they 
come, ‘That system is needed in 
this country during these toublous 
times. Under it an administrative 
officer could refuse admission to 
roving propagandists without risk 
of their being pulled through the 
net by court procedure. 

The refuge- for- the - oppressed 
theory about admission of aliens 
has been overworked. ‘The present 
emergency proves that there is 
now danger of the American peopl: 
being Oppressed by these refugees. 
The tramp whom the,kind-hearted 
housewife invited into her house 
for a meal gives orders and has un- 
dertaken to run the house, He 
ought to be kicked out.— Portland 
Oregonian.

ITH the doubtful exception of Porto Rico there is scarcely a square 
mile of all the millions of miles over which the stars and stripes 
now float that was originally won by the sword and continuonsly 

held by arms, ‘Texas revolted from Mexico, proclaimed its independence, 
applicd for admission to the United States and was admitted. In like 
manner JIawaii came under our flag by the free choice of its inhabitants, 
and all the rest of our territory, bevond that in our possession when the 
constitution was adopted in 1759, WAS BOUGHT AND PAID FOR. 

And at the close of the war with Spain in 1898 we kept Porto Rico, 
which we had eaptured, and we paid a price for the Philippines, which 
the Spaniards were not sorry to part with—if we may credit the report 
that tae islands would have been sold to Germany in case we had not in- 
sisted on buying them ourselves, And then, finally, in 1904 we pur- 
chased the canal zone from Panama, although it must be admitted that 
we were very prompt in recognizing the independence of the revolting 
state. 

This is a fairly clean record in that we have taken little or nothing 
by forcible annexation, What we have acquired since we became a na- 
tion we have paid for in cash. Our title to our possessions is clear, and 
it is not stained by breach of faith or by blood. 

WE HAVE EVERY REASON TO BE PROUD OF OUR RECORD,
